nninily. hill they could think of iioth-

tmsinesH It had lost to Ihe mail order 
houses. 

After Ihorounhiy canMissinn the sit¬ 
uation they hecame convinced that, 
as a tnalter of dollars and cents, the 
mail-order houses eould not supply 
Ihe cominunity with its necessities 
and luxuries more cheapl.v, in tho 
oiin run. than could their locai mer 
chants, I'onseiiiienlly they (leterinined 
to place the matter in the hands of a 
specialist, a man who i.ould analyze a 
prize and clearly ih inonstrale the true 
t allies upon w hich it was hased; a 
man who c-aild nn-et the consumer on 
ids own nround and shoot facts at him 
strainht from the shoulder without 
nivinii offense.

Tile man seli.cle.l for this work liad 
for nnin.v years hi'cn ;i factory cost 
e.xperl. and afl> r nit inn the matter :i 
nri'.it (ieal of tleiunhtful consideration, 
he concluded that the most elTectivo 
way I,I convince the consumer of the 
wisdom ,if palronizinn home merchants 
Would lie to put hefore them in a fdain 
and I onviiicinn m.inner the hasic prin- 
ciples of inerchandisinn. tile olijecl in 
t i-tv heinn to make clear the fact tiiat 
it costs approximately the same to 
market an article hy any of the dif¬ 
ferent nieiiiods of modern merchandis- 
inn—whether from the shelves of the 
liome merchant or from the highly 
centralized catalogue houses of tho 
large cities.

In iroving the laci in.it the large 
■ •.tlalogne conci rns have liiit little ad¬ 
vantage over other merchants in Inly¬ 
ing llieir goods h,- says. "The mod¬ 


ern factor.v. maiiiifaciuring slai.le pro- 
duets, i njoys keeiii r compel it ion, if 
possihle, than any other line of liusi- 
iiess. II must sell its products to the 
retiiilet at a iirice that will return Ihe 
■iiiallesi pri.lii (.ossihle that will lief- 
iiiil a reasonalde return on llie money 
in V esinil 111. Should a faelory put a 
I'fii e oil its prodiii I lliat Would relurii 
to ii.- sloe kholdefs more ihaii a fair 
rtlle of inlelesi, eitlier its eoinpitilor 
w.iiild undersell it, of lew eaidtal, of 
whii'h tliere i> always aii aliuiidanee 
seeking iin.sliinnt, would eiiti-r Ihe 
lield and eventually hriiig the price of 
Ihe article down lo the point that 
Would return to the si oek holders a 
r.ile of interest s ilisfaeiiiry to inv est¬ 
ors in siieli securitie,'..

.s.tiiie price. 'Pile little Joliii Smiths 
.scattered over the country are the tak¬ 
ers of the hulk of the maiiufailured 
Iirodiu ls Id the I ountry and they are 
the ones the inaiiufai turer has in mind 
when he puts tin* lowest tios.silde firiev* 

■ ui his iiroduct. If. in imoting John 
smith Ills regular price—a price kept 
down hy keen eompetitioii, he is mak¬ 
ing only a nilmmiim proiit, Imw cun 
lie l,y .Illy possihility i|Uoie a lower one 
w'iihoiit seriously affecting his tlivi- 
dinds.' You know dividends are what 
lai lories are run to make. 

Selling to Themselves

We sell direct to the 
consumer,' in reality liave hut little ad¬ 
vantage over tile independent retailer 
111 S I far as price is concerned, be¬ 
cause their pr.iduel, when it leave.s the 
iiianufactui'ing department, must be 
charged to tile selling department at 
exactly the same jTlce U would he 
ch.irged to an independent retailer, 
vvir- they themselves not In the re¬ 
tail husiliess. So you see that the 
great sir. s.s laid on ihe factor.v-ovv ning 
feaiurc hy the larger catalogue houses 
IS I'Lire. plain, unadiilii-ratevl liuncombe 
wiih .1 capital H ' 

In explaining how .such houses are 
alile to occasi,,Hally i|Uote low (irices 
on siaiuiarvi goods of well known 
in,ikes hi has to say: fatalugue houses 
as Well as other nierchants, often have 
opportuiiilie.s to purchase at reduced 
prices, what is known to the trade as 
job lots.' A factory llla.v discoiitiliuu 
Ihe nianiifactui'c of a certain style, 
and having a larg,- st.ick of that fiar- 
liviiplar piitlcrii on hand,will otTer the 
I mill lot at Cost, or even less. Whilq 
of course such merchandise is of stan¬ 
dard ituality. it iiatiir.illy must have 
lost its dcsir.tldiity in tlie eyes of the 
.rilical consumer. otherwise there 
Would he III, reason for liisconlinufHK 
the manufacture of it. With this ex- 
icption. and the oeeasional nviportuii- 
iiy they have of pureliasmg bankruid 
f.ictory slocks, llic arguments and facts 
IS presiiiied lie iiu'onlroverlihle."

Isisl year Mls.s Ward’s 
exhllilt of faliforiila plants In imrtlcu- 
lar exelleii mueli admiring comment 
from the eastern visitors and out of 
town people, who illd not realize that 
Sierra Madrt* possessevl such an ex¬ 
tensive and Interesting nursery. The 
list of special prizes will be found in 
uiiotlier column. Mr. Kelgale will ex- 
lilblt some line plants and blooms hut 
will not compete for prizes.

This Is to avoid the trouble that 
has been caused the committee on oth¬ 
er occasions by some exhibitors taking 
their ribbons, itlbbons will be sent to 
all winners liy the commltlee at the 
close of the show.

Coi.ics of tlic decision of tlie rail- 
roiiil coirimi.ssioti in the K1 .Moiitv rate 
case have licen received from .Mr. 
Wade of ihc Southern Counties Gas 
Comiiao.v. .Mr. Wade says tliat wliilo 
(liere niiglit lie ground for an appeal 
for a tiigher rate tlie comiiany has no 
iiilentioii of making sueli a reipiest 
from Hie commis.sion. He lays partieu- 
l.ir stress upon the fai*t that the com¬ 
pany does not care to take any action 
In such matters that would have th» 
appearance of retalliiition or revenge 
for attempts on the |>art of consumers 
to seeure lowor rates. Regarding com¬ 
parisons of gas rates in various parts 
of Smithern California he ealls atten¬ 
tion to tlie fidlowing exceriit from Hie 
coniiiiission'a ileeision which was pre- 
Iiared li.v ('ommi.ssioner Loveland; 

"Comidiiinants allege that defendant 
IS charging a higher rate in K1 Monte 
and .Monrovia District than in the An- 
alieim District and a higher rate than 
is charged by other companies oper¬ 
ating in adjoining territory. While it 
is true that lower rates prevail in oth¬ 
er territory siipiilied liy defendant and 
that adjacent territory, supplieil by 
other utilities, are enjoying lower rates 
than are laiid in FI .Monte, eomidain- 
anls luive failed entirely to recognize 
Hie fact that in the Anaheim District 
defendant is distriliutiiig natural gas 
Mliieh is [oircliased at a low cost from 
tlic I’ctriileum Development Company 
operaliiig in the Urea Canyon ami 
Olinda lielils. A comparison of rates 
cliargeil in El .Monte wiHi those in San 
Huliriel. Alliamlira and points north 
and west, gives no indication of a

Consideralde discussion arose at tho 
tieariog in regard to Hie differenci* in 
rates charged liy defendant in .Mon¬ 
rovia and Sierra .M.idre and those |ire- 
vailiiig in .\readia, .Smith Santa Anita 
and FI .Moole. loit wlieii the relativa 
size of Hie several eommunilies aril 
eonsidered, and Hie lower cost of dis- 
IrtliuHnn in .Monrovia and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre resulting from a grealer density of 
(.oiiolalion in these cities, the ditTer-
